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SCHOOLING AND EDUCATION 

In the past months ncwspajUT articles have indicated that many [jeople in high places are greatly concerned 
about the relationship between schooling and employment. In our Windsor area, over two-thirds of the unem¬ 
ployed did not stay in school beyond Grade 8. Only 4% of the unemployed have a High School education 
or better. It is rea.sonable to sup]X)se, therefore, that many of those who are unemployed are handicapped b\ 
a lack of schooling. 

This does not mean that all who complete a High School course will be assured of regular employment. It 
does mean that the graduates have a much better chance. 

We must be careful, however, not to confuse schooling and education. I ime and again we hear parents 
say, “My Ixiy (or girl) must stay in school, there is no chance for those who leave early. 1 hat suggests that 
there is some magic alx>ut staying in school. 

T'hc fact is, the boy (or girl) must learn to work in school, must make his school program an educational 
program, if he wants to be assured of getting value from his schooling. 1 here is no royal road to learning, 
rhe proof of education is demonstrated in ability to lead a useful, hap])y life; the necessary foundation of 
integrity, g<x>d judgment, and industry’ must be developed in school years. Otherwise the result will be school¬ 
ing, not education.
